He inlorurs us 
that Col, Fremont is probably civil and 
military Governor of California and that 
about forty days since Com. Stockton, with 
the haval force and Cal. Fiemont, acting 
in concert, commenced to ievolutiomze 
that country and placet under the Ame- 
ricañ flag, that in about ten days their 
work was done, and Carson having re- 
ceived-the rank of lieutenant was de- 
spatched across the country by the Gila, 
with, a party to carry the mul, The 
general told him that he had just ‘passed 
over the country which we were to tra- 
verse, and he wanted him to go back with 
him as a guide; he replied, that he had 
pledged himself to go back to Washington 
: and he could not think. of not fulfilling 
his.promise. The general told him he 
would relieve him from all responsibility, 
and place the mail in the hands of a safe 
person (o carry, it on. He finally con- 
sented, and turned his face to the west 
again, just as he was on the eve of enter- 
ing the settlements, after his arduous trip, 
and when he had set his ‘hopes on seeing 
his family. It requires a brave man to 
give up his private feelings thus for the 

ublic good; but Carson is one such. 

Ionor to him for it. Carson left Cali- 
fornia wiih fifteen men—among them six 
Delaware, Indians— faithful fellows. They 
had fifty animals most of which they: left 
on íhe road, or traded with the Apaches 
—giving two for one, They were not 
aware of the presence cf the American 
troops in New' Mexico. The Apaches 
were very anxious tó be friendly with the 
Americans. and received them very cor. 
dially, much to their surprise. The, cò- 
lumu moved on ten miles, and encamped 
under a beautiful grove of cotton. woods ; 
and the general issued an ordér reducing 
the command to 100 men, taking C and K 
companies with him, and leaving R, G 
and I companies, under Major Suniners’ 
commmand, in the new Mexican territory 
The officers mirch with the expedition 
are.

will be opened to them, Among these, 
slave holders, from the fact, that it is near- 
est and best known toa slave-holding pop- 
ulation. 

Of course then, the final disposition of 
the slave que-tion, when a State govern- 
mentis to be constructed, is a matter of 
the most vital consequence, and itbecomes 
every one who feels an interest in the ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, without loss of 
time, to reflect upon it ^niaturely, and:to
